Your letter of August 26th addressed to the Director, C.S.I.R., 
Canberra, has been forwarded to this Off ice^ /it i* difficult, on the basis 
f r ~o7'~the info nation you hare given, for us to sake any attempt at a 
detailed explanation of your observations. One point worth noting, 
however, is that in certain circumstances light such as that from search* 
lights can illuminate clouds without the beams of the lights being at all 
^readily visible from the ground*/ Light spots produced on clouds in this 
way would probably look somewhat as you have described, changing in shape 
according to the angle of incidence of beam on the cloud surface* 

Naturally, of oourse, it is impossible to say that this was 
the explanation of the occurrence but we have received no othmr reports 
of it and in the absence of further detail it seems unwise for us to 
speculate further*

At approximately 3.40 a.m. on the 22nd .-uig. linst.) 
ay 3on awakened me to "come and see ’the flying saucer' v/hich 

we had been .vatching for soma time." 

.Ye v/ent down to the junction of two streets na ir 
our home and waited in the 3hade of a tree. The 3 ky ./as 

overcast, the clouds appearing to be very high, but street 
light glare would otherwise have interf erred with our vision 

when looking skyward. 

Presently he and a boy friend pointed cut a misty 
phosphorescent phenomenon moving from the north-west , easterly 
and then north-easterly, to disappear after several minutes. 

We waited a few more minutes and the object re-appeared in the 
north- .est. This time I had a good vie., of it .ith my binoc- 
ulars. It was apparently of a vaporous nature consisting of 
luminous waves in vigorous agitation. Sometimes it appeared 
to travel at very high speed and at others it ..as comparatively 
stationery. Vhon first seen by me it ..as shaped some-hut like 
this , later becoming fairly elliptical. after 

passing pr illy overhead, it again disappeared in the north- 
.la waited sometime; but it did not reappear and as 
several stor3 become visible through the cioud3, thus luinimising 
the possibility of further clear observation of the phenomenon, 
W» retired. The last appearance was at about 4 a.m. 

./hat we observed was certainly not mere ordinary 
cloua-rack upon which lights were shining. iio 3 sarcn- lights 
are in this locality and even should such lights have been used 
tha beams would huva been visible. Moreover, the luminosity 
appeared to be of the phenomenon itself, surging in waves. 

The boys told me that, while returning home from a 
Ball, they first became av.mre of the "flying saucer” at about 
Z a.m. It appeared on a number of occasions travelling to 
and fro on approximately the same path. This too would discount 
the possibility of it being a small cloud. They Said tl 
it was travelling at a very great speed it had the appearance of 
a coast wit: y bright head, like a constellation of small 

bright stara, -»nd that at othertimss it ./as some^.^t -aucerlike. 

Whilst the phenomenon was apparently g^JSStei :.t, 

It was thought to be below the cloud. Had it been above it must 
have been very bright (for it must be remembered the stars were 

obscured): In this case it sen possible for the 

structure of the high cloud to give the internal billowing, 

luminous v/avelike effect. 

It is understood that at least one other independent 

local person also witnessed the phenomenon* 
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1 shill deem it a favour if you will endeavour to explain 
to me .that the appearance may have been.
